‘One area of ambiguity in the relations 
between the two countries seems to have 
emerged during the recent hostage crisis, 
when 39 American passengers on a Trans 
World Airways flight from Athens to Rome 
were held in Beirut for 17 days. The hijackers 
are believed to have been members of Hez- 
allah, or the Party of God, an extremist 
Shiite militia that, in the view of most diplo- 


matic analysts here, gets its chief backing 
and political inspiration from Lran. 

The crisis was resolved through the per- 
sonal intervention of the Syrian ident, 
Hafez al-Assad. In the view of diplomats 
here, Mr, Assad is interested in fashioning a 
new, pro-Syrian political structure in Leba- 
ion and views radical, independent militias, 
supported from outside, as harmful to that 


goal. 

The Syrians do not say so publicly, but 
they are believed by foreign analysts here to 
want Iran to reduce its support of Islamic 
militants.
